AT SEA WITHOUT A PILOT. 


Wrong Signal Starts Steamer Away 


From Pier Without the Captain. 


Frank J. Baker, a civil engineer who 


resides, at Sausalito, came asliore from 
the terry steamer Atnador 
with 300 


other passengers Monday morning in a 
frame of mind. 


"My! but I'm glad T wasn't in swim- 


ming," said Mr. Baker the minute he 
was sure Kas,t street was under him 
and that an exciting trip from Sausa- 
lito -was at an end. 


"Thirty minutes at sea—not without 


a. rudder, hut without a head to com- 
mand the hand that manipulates the 
rudder; that's 'been the experience of 
myself and the other good people who 
at a quarter to nine embarked on the 
ferry steamer Amador and started for 
this side. 
"We were all aboard and ready to 


ea.st off when bang- went the gong in 
the engine room, and the boat's big 
paddles commenced, drawing us out-of 
the ship. We backed out at full speed 
—an unusual thing—and 
soon 
found 


there was about as inueh method 
in- 


the steamer's movement as there is in 
a chicken with its head missing-. 


"There was excitement in the pilot- 


house, "but no captain. A boat steered 
by exciteme'nt and not by a human's 
knowledge of navigation Is not a very- 
pleasant thing- to which to intrust your 
life. 
The porter had accidentally pull- 


ed the string .giving the engineer 
the 


signal 
to start his machinery. The 


captain was still in Sa.usalito and the 
mates had not appeared. We were 
drifting about the bay. our lives'held 
in the hollow of a porter's hand. When 
the engineer -waa apprised of the situ- 
ation, he stopped the Amador's pad- 
dles and took orders from the captain, 
who stood on a stringer ashore and 
bellowed 
instructions 
to 
the 
crew 


aboard. Finally we floated close to the- 
slip and picked up our skipper.
